In 1H.',5 be removed to Stanford where 
until about a year axo, he followed tbe 
business of mercbanditlnx A man of 
doe executive ability, be did much for 
Stanford durlax bis several terms as 
mayor, and was proud of tbe fact that 
under bis administration tbe water 
works and electric plant were contract- 
ed for and put In operation. InlHU9be 
was nominated for commissioner of 
axriculiure on tbe Brown ticket, but 
was loo old to take a very active pan 
Id tbe cami>alxn. Mr. Vandeveer’s 
first wife wai Miss Sallte Coffey, by 
which union there was one child, but It 
and Its mother died when tbe child was 
very youox In lh.^7. Mr. Vaodeveer 
married .Miss Martha Lunsford, of 
Stanford, and to them five children 
were born, Mrs. W, E. \arnoo, Mrs 
Mattie Kirby and Miss Nannie Van- 
Deveer survivinx. toxetber with tbe 
widow, to mourn tbe loss of an Indul- 
xent and lovlnx father and husband. A 
member of tbe Cbrisitan church for 50 
years, be was an elder In tbe ebureb 
here for most of the time and took 
xreai Interest in iu affairs. A Mason 
since he was K.'l, be arose to tbe hixb 
dexrce of Knlxbl Templar and next to 
tbe church he loved tbe order, of which 
fur a lonx time he was one of the 
brlxbtcsi Hxbit. Soirewbai eccentric 
and decidedly irascible, be was possess- 
ed of a kind heart and was xreatly 
loved by bis friends, wbo will sorrow 
to know that be Is no more. Today 
at 10 o'clock, tbe remains will be fol- 
lowed to tbe xrave to Buffalo Ceme- 
tery, where Elder Joseph Ballou will 
bold a short service, and there deposit- 
ed till tbe mortal shall pul oo Immor- 
tality.

Mr Bryan doe* not mince bUword* 
Id crltlcItlD^ the iupreme court decU* 
Ion Id the iDcular case*. He say* that 
the court has joined band* with the 
president In an effort to chaoRe our 
form of irovernmeot and declares that 
It will be done unless the people rise In 
their mlRbt and repudiate the verdict. 
In a loDR review of the decision be say* 
in •ubstance that by Qve to four the su- 
preme court has declared McKinley 
emperor of Porto Klcoand the emper- 
or gratefully and gladly accepted the 
title. It is perhaps the most important 
decision ever rendered by the court. 
It not only declare* Congress greater 
than the constitution, the creature 
greater than the creator, but it denies 
the necessity of a written constitution. 
The position of the court is excused by 
reasoning which if followed, destroys 
constitutional liberty in the I’nlted 
States. The decision In effect declare* 
the people are not the source of power, 
defend* taxation without representation 
and denies the right of government to 
derive power from the consent of the 
governed. The decision raises a great 
political issue which will be sett.cd by 
the people and there yet remains an 
. appeal to the people. With respect to 
our new possessions, the decision Is 
manifestly unfair Under this opinion 
we are about to embark upon Great 
Britain’s colonial policy. Throughout 
the majority opinion delivered by Jus- 
tice Brown run* the theory that the 
American Congress may do anything 
not forbidden in the constitution.

forefathers^
